People fhould be fatisfied, and truly informed, 
whether all the Duties, Taxes, and hlonies granted, 
raifecl, and a])propriated for the Public Service, have 
been faithfully collefled, ifluecl, and. expended, for the Purpofes for 
which they were granted; and that if any Defeds in the prefent 
Method of colleding, iffuing, expending, and accounting for the 
lame, cxifl m ire/anci, they.mav be corret^ecl and amended, and a 
more expeditious, more effeflual, and lefs expenlive Method of col- 
lefUiig, iffuing, expending and accounting, for the fame, fliould be 
£ henceforth eflablifhed; and it is highly expedient, for the Public 
Service, that Enquiry fhoukl be alfo made, refpecting. the Expences

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Ki'lhe different Offices and Departments of His Maj-esty’s Go- 
vernment, in Ireland^ hereinafter mentioned; and the Fees, Gra- 
tuities, Pcrquifites, and Emoluments received and taken thereih; 
witira View to the making of fuch Regulations as fhall be judgfed 
expedient and proper for the Correflion of Abufes which may have 
arifen, and for the Purpofe of effedling luch Savings as may be 
made in each; that is to fay, The Offices and Departments under 
the Management of the Commifnoners of His Majeffj’s Treafury; 
of the Commiffioners of His Majedy’s Cuftoms, Excife and 
Stamps; the Pnftmafters General; the I5oard of Works; the Pay- 
mader of the Yeomanry or Didridl Coiqis; the Auditor General, 

, and Auditor of Impred or Foreign Accounts; the Commiffioners 
for alcertalning the Allowances to be made to Bodies -Corporate 
and Individuals, in refoedt to thofe Cities, Towns, and Boroughs, 
which have ceafed to fend any Member to Parliamerit dree the 
Union, and to make Compenfation to thofe Perfons whofe Offices 
•may thereby be difeontinued or dirainidied in Value; and, the Di- 
redors of all Works relating to Inland Navigation in Ireland ap- 
pointed under an A6l paffed in Ireland in the Fortieth Year or His ^ 
Majedy’s Re-ign intituled/ “ An A6t for granting to His Majedy 
.the -Sum of Five Hundred Thouiaud Pounds for promoting In- 
“ land Navigation in Ireland, and for the other Purpofes therein ' 
mentioned., and for authorizing the raffing of the iaid Sum by 
Loan;” 

IBe it tIjerefOVf by the king’s Mod Excellent Ma- 

jesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, 
and by the Authoritj^ of the fame. That

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Corpol'ate and Individuals, in rel]Dec]: to thofe Cities, Towns, and 
Boroughs, which have ceafed to fend any Member to Parliament 
fince the Union, and to make Compenfation to thole Perfons whofe 
OiFices may thereby be dilcontinued or diminilhed in Value, and 
•the Directors of Inland Navigation appointed by virtue of the laid 
rccitcd A61, lhalj, with ail convenient Speed, lay tht^ Returns of 
the Pees, Perquifites, Gratuities, and Emoluments uhially taken, 
demanded, or received by any Clerk or OfScer, within anv of the 
before mentioned Ofhees or Departments refpedlively, or Copies of 
fuch Returns, together with Copies of the Annual Eftabiifnment, 
and alfo of the incident Bills for defraying contingent Expences, 
and of all Incident or Contingent or Extraordinary Ex])ences, or 
Expences of any Nature or Kind incurred, and the Authorities 
under which the fame have , been incurred in the fakl OiSces and 
Departments refpecRvdy, as they flood in the Year ending the 
Day of and in any preceding Year, as 

they fh;dl judge proper, and alfo in the Period of the prefent Year 
Vvdiich fhall have elapfed \\p to the Tims of fuch Return, before the 
faid Commiflioiiers ; and that the laid Commiflioners, or any Commiflion- 
of them, fhall and they are hereby required to take into their Con- umkrTe^Di- 
lideration all the faid Returns, Eflablirnmciits,- and Incidental Bills, 

5 and llrull proceed thereupon according to inch Inflruaions and 
Direaions as they lhali from Time to Time receive from the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors and tho Privy 
Council of Ireland. 

And be it further Enafted, That it fliall and may be lawful to Commifllon-

other the Officers and Perfons concerned or employed in coUefliiio;, 
receiving, or managing the feveral Branches of the public Re- 
venue, and all other Perfons in Ireland whom they ffiall think fit 
to examine touching the Colleflion, Receipt, IlTue, and Manner of 
accounting for the Duties, Taxes, and Monies granted, railed, and 
appropriated as aforeliud ; the feveral Officers and Perfons in any 
of the faid leveral Offices and Departments, and alfo all other 
Perfons who have had any Dealings or Tranfafbions with the faid 
relpcflive Offices or Departments,- or the Reprefentatives of fuch 
Pe lions refpeflively, whom the faid Commiflioners, or any 
of them, lhall think fit to examine touching the Fees, Gratuities, 

Perquifites, and Emoluments taken therein refpecfively, and touch-

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ing all other Matters and Things necelTary for the Execution of 
:the Powers vehed in the faid Commiffioners by this A£t, and all 
and every fuch Perfon and Perfons is and are hereby required and

and alfo t© chferve and execute fuch Orders and Diredtions, as the 
faid Commiffioners, or any of them, ffiall make or give 

for the Purpofes aforefaid ; and that it ffial-l and may be lawful to 
and for the laid Commiffioners, or any of them, and they 

are hereby authorized and empowered -to examine into any corrupt 
or fraudu-lent Pradlices or other Mifeondudt as far as the fame 
relate or relates to the feveral Purpofes intended by this Adi, -to be. 
examined or enquired into, committed by any Perfon or Perfons 
concerned in the Management of or employed in any of the faid 
feveral Offices or Departments •; And the faid Commiffioners or 
any of them ffiall and they are hereby authorized and re- 

quired to meet and lit from Time -to Time, for the Purpofe of 
carrying this Adi into Execution, in ffich Place -or Places within 
the City of Dublin, or elfewhere in Ireland, as they ffiall find mofl 
convenient, with or without Adjournment,; and it ffiall and may 
be lawful to and for the faid Commiffioners, or any of 

them, and they are hereby authorized- and empowered to fend 
their ,Precept or Precepts under their Hands and Seals, for any 7 
Perfon or -Perfons wffiomfoever, and for fuch Books, Papers, 
Writings, and Records, relating to any of the faid refpedlive Offices 
or Departments, as they fliall judge necelTary for their Information, 
relating to the Accounts, Matters, and Things aforefaid, or -for 
carrying the feveral Purpofes of this Adi into Execution. 

And be it further Enadlcd, That the faid Commiffioners ffiall 
from Time to Time at their Difcretioii, and as often as they ffi.all 
be thereunto required, and as foon as -poffible after the Determina- 
tion of.their Examination and Proceedings by virtue of this Acl, 
without any further Requifition, give an Account of their Proceed- 
ings in Writing under the Hands and 'Seals of them or any 
of them, to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Go- 
vernors of Ireland, to be laid before His Majeily, and alfo to both 
Houfes of Parliament, together with an exadl State of the Fees., 
Gratuities, Perquilities, and Emoluments paid or given in collefl- 
ing, iffiiing, expending, and accounting for the Public Money, and 
the Authority under which they are demanded, paid, or received; 
and they ffiall Ijiecify what Officers and Clerks belong to ^acli 
.Office or Department, or are employed in the fame, and what is

■ cancy or Vacancies ; and every Perfon fo nominated and appointed 
(after having taken the Oath of Office herein mentioned) (hall be 

■ fubjedl to the fame Rules, Regulations, and Reftridtions, and ffiall 
have the like Powers and Authorities for carrying this Acl into 
Execution to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever as if he had been 
named in this A6I. 

And be it further Enadted, That no Perfon appointed a Comrnif- 
fioner to fupply any fuch Vacancy ffiall accept of or hold any Civil 
Office of Profit from or under His Majefty during the Continuance 
of this A6t. 

And be it further Ena6led, That if any Perfon or Perfons ffiall, 
upon his, her, or their Examination before the laid Commiffioners, 

Or any of them, wilfully and corruptly give falfe Evidence, 

every fuch Perfon fo offending and being thereof duly convidted 
ffiall be, and he, Ihe, and they is and are hereby declared to be fub- 
je£f and liable to fuch Pains and Penalties, as by any Law now in 
force and effect Perfons guilty of wilful and corrupt Perjury are 
fubjedf and liable to. 

Contimiance And be it further Enabled, That this A6l ffiall continue and- be
